W ashington, Jan. 30.—W ith a cat o’ 
nine tails the president will begin to­ 
m orrow to whi phis party into w akeful­ 
ness from the lethargy th at has been 
imposed upon it by Speaker Cannon 
and those other leaders who have de­ 
creed that considerations of party wel­ 
fare take precedence of the country’s 
legislative needs.

MEMORIAL GOES 
TO 
CONGRESS. 


Contest Over Control of Eastern Part 
of State School System Believed 
to Be Settled. 


G uthrie, Ok., Jan. 31.—It is believ­ 
ed the contest between Superintend­ 
ent Benedict of the 
Indian 
schools 
and Superintendent Cam eron of the 
State Educational D epartm ent over 
the control of the school system in 
the eastern half of the state has been 
adjusted by the passage of a m em or­ 
ial to congress, which was sent to 
both houses of the legislature this aft­ 
ernoon by the governor. 
Congress recently recommended an 
appropriation of $150,000 for Indian 
Territory schools, m anifesting an in­ 
tention to continue the Interior De­ 
p artm ent’s supervision for the next 
year c*r two. 
It is stated th at the m em orial was 
agreed to by both superintendent this 
afternoon. Two hours later it was re­ 
turned to the governor’s office, hav­ 
ing passed both houses of the leg­ 
islature. 
The m em orial in effect m akes a 
proposition to congress to continue so 
long as Indian funds and public mon­ 
eys of the federal government are ap­ 


ii. dissolved. Connelly aud Owen hiive 
taken the m atter up with the secre­ 
tary of the interior, representing that 
the governm ent, as guardian of tho In­ 
dians from whom the gas is taken is 
duty bound to see th at the indians ge- 
a m arket for the gas, despite state 
laws. The secretary has ordered Judge 
Ryan, his special representative and 
Commissioner W right to investigate 
the m atter. 
Connelly and Owen hope lo bring the 
m atter direct to the suprem e court of 
the United States by getting the fed­ 
eral governm ent to Interfere with I he 
state order.

That gives 
at least one instrument to each ship, 
and some of the vessels will have two 
pianos with mechanical attachments. 
And as a full supply of both classic 
and popular music goes along there 
isn’t a doubt that the boys will have 
some delightful times. 
The pianolas 
will play when the guns do not.

tion, it is suggested in the memorial 
that the federal government appro- 
priate $2 per capita for the school 
children of all the districts outside 
the incorporated towns.

STATE WINS BOUT WITH 


JVATUKAL GAS OPEBATOUS 


Muskogee, Okla, Jan. 30.—Judge 


Ralph Campbell today handed down a 
decision ia the cas» oC the state of 
Oklahoma vs Connelly and Owen, in 
which the defendants were applicants 
to get to the federal courts the in- 
junction brought against them by th"" 
state preventing them from piping nat- 
ural gas out of the state into Kansas. 
Tho decloiui i , that unless th'i su- 
preme court of the United States holds 
otherwise, the state of Oklahoma can 
control its supply of natural gas and 
con prevent corpora •>! . '<r individ- 
uals from piping it cut o' she state 


This is one of the most important le- 


gal auestions in '.he slate. The first 
official act of Governor Haskell was 
to wire the sheriff and 'ounty attorney 
of Nowata county to prevent Connelly 
and Owen piping gas across the stat° 
line from their wells nes - Carey to 
consumers on the Kansas side. The 
district court,of Nowata county follow- 
ed the order with an injui.ctinn, and 
Connelly and Owen applied to have 
the injunction transferred to the fed- 
eral courts where they hoped to have 
it dissolved. Connelly and Owen have 
taken the matter up with the secre- 
tary of the interior, representing that 
the government, as guardian of thn In- 
dians from whom the gas is tiken is 
duty bound to see that the Indians ge 


market for the gas, despite sliite 


laws. The secretary has ordered Jud1 
Ryan, his special representative and 
Commissioner Wright 10 investigate 
thp matter. 


Cornelly and Owen hope to bring the 


matter direct to th<j supreme court pf 
the United States by gating the fed- 
eral government to interfere with ihe 
state order. Judge Campbell holds that 
congress has not ths rtjjhtuo -Eft! aside 
the acts of state legislature", unless 
uch acts are unconstitutional and that 
the only relief the defendants have Is 
tn get the supreme court to decide that 
the state has passed an act that is un- 
constitutional, and until that is done 
tbe Injunction of the state courts 
stands. '
